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Transportation, laborers worry council 


Transportation was bn the agenda for the Sierra 
Madre City Council Tuesday evening; however, 
because the council decided to explore further the 
question of conflict of interest, the transportation 
program was put on hold once more. 

City Attorney Charles Martin wilt continue to 
search the possible conflict of interest between Herb 
Shollenberger, owner of one of the taxis working 
within the transportation program; his wife,, Nancy, 
who is city clerk; and the city. 

, Councilman George Maurer also questioned 
why Best Buy Drugs should use the Duarte Taxi 
Service, owned by Shollenberger, for deliveries, and 
intimated that the amount spent for that service, 
roughly $11,000, should be recouped by the city. 

The hot question of what to do about the 
laborers who wait in Memorial Park every day for 
work came up once more Tuesday evening. 

Police Chief I.E. (Bill) Betts made a 
presentation of suggested .possible solutions, citing 
some solutions from other cities. 

Betts listed as options: establish an alternative 
site for the laborers, funded and administered by the 
city, or have the city fund and manage a nonprofit 


agency for that end. The city could serve as 
facilitator and rbanage a community agency with no 
city funding; or designate a hiring area with on-site 
supervision. •• 

He also suggested establishing and funding a 
telephone exchange for hiring; involving the State 
Unemployment Office in Pasadena; or adopting 
ordinances to prohibit job solichation from the 
street. The last option was to involve local churches 
in working with the laborers. 

Mayor Gary Adams said he liked involving the 
State Unemployment Office and adopting 
ordinances to prohibit job solicitation from the 
street. 

Mayor Pro Tern Clem Bartolai suggested 
passing out flyers in two different languages, 
explaining that it was illegal to solicit work “if you 
are not documented.” He added that erecting ti sign' 
in the park, stating that it is illegal to hire 
undocumented workers would also help. 

Councilman Lee Cline said, “1 haven’t heard 
anything about using a code enforcement officer. 
Maybe she could check business licenses (of those

Area child diagnosed with infant botulism

proving steadily over the weekend. 

Infant botulism is the infectious form of the 
disease that results when dormant spores of the 
bacteria, which commonly inhabit the soil, come to 
life and reproduce in a baby’s* large intestine. The 
bacteria produce the botulism toxin that quickly 
paralyzes infant muscles. 

Dr. Arnon told the Messersmith and Rees 
families that up to this point earlier this year, the on¬ 
ly treatment for infant botulism has been swift 
hospital care because the paralyzed babies can’t feed 
themselves or breathe on their own. California h^s 
recorded about half—49 known cases last year—of 
the total reported in the United States. In each case, 
the children need about six weeks of intensive 
hospital care. 

Besides the spores inhabiting the children’s in¬ 
testines, the other cause of the disease is feeding in¬ 
fants honey. This year the Department of Health 
Services has warned new mothers against feeding in¬ 
fants honey; however, the educational campaign has 
now been discontinued because of budget con¬ 
straints. A consumer group effort to have warning 
labels placed on all honey products 10 years ago was 
fought and thwarted by the food industry. 


Karyl and David Rees of Cathedral City were 
concerned when their 12-week-old daughter, Jessica, 
seemed to have very little energy. This usually active 
little girl first developed an acute case of constipa¬ 
tion, then became listless within a couple of days. 

The family pediatrician was called. The condi¬ 
tion continued, and the Reeses dpted to call in 
another well-known pediatrician. 

He looked Jessica over carefully, noting that by 
now Jessica was having trouble turning her head to 
the side while she slept on her stomach. He ordered 
immediate tests at Loma Linda Hospital and within 
hours she was rushed into pediatrics ICU there. 

Preliminary diagnosis was infant botulism. 

Jessica’s father, David, is the son pf Sue and Bill 
Messersmith of Sierra Madre. The news of the 
baby’s illness last week sent the Messersmiths 
to Loma Linda where she and the Reeses met Dr. 
Stephen Arnon, who is world-famous for his 
knowledge of this rather rare disease that is con¬ 
tracted through the air. Adult botulism, usually 
fatal, is contracted through spoiled food. 

As of Monday, Aug. 24, Jessica’s illness has 
been confirmed. Slie has the B strain of infant 
botulism which is less serious, and she has been im-

“It was a fast-moving fire. You couldn’t see it 
coming. You’d hear it first and watch for smoke. 
Now that fire is 100 percent contained,” Bamberger 
said. 

Taylor said that hundreds of fire engines from 
all over the state were assisting, including Federal 


4 Among those Sierra Madre firefighters who have 
been involved in the disastrous fire in Northern 
California are two teams, one consisting of Capt. 
Steve Smith, Engineer Bob Taylor and Firefighter 
Michael Bamberger, and a relief team consisting of 
Acting Capt. Rich Snyder, Engineer Bob Hatfield 
and Firefighter Eric Peterson. 

The former group went last week Tuesday with 
the Office of Emergency Service (OES) engine after 
having received it only a week before. They were with 
strike team 1801 in Calaveras County, joining two 
engines from Los Angeles, one from Ventura and 
one from Arcadia. 

The former group of men were involved in 
structural protection, in brush fire activities and 
forest fire activities and were relieved Saturday by 
the second group that \vent to Mammoth Lakes, 
assisting with structure protection until Monday 
when they joined the Shasta effort. 

The first team, led by Capt. Smith, was involv¬ 
ed in the Old Gulch Fire. Why the name? It is given 
by the first people to start fire fighting in that 
specific area—therefore, firefighting started at the 
“Old Gulch.” 

“We worked the fires in the mountains above 
Murphys, California, at San Andreas and Mineral 
City,” Bob Taylor said. It is about a 12-hour drive 
from Sierra Madre, he explained. 

As of Thursday evening, 17,(XX) acres were in¬ 
volved with a loss of 57 structures, 46 of them 
homes. 

“It was a full-blown forest fire in trees 40 to 100 
feet tall,” Bamberger said. “These huge trees were 
exploding and burning like match sticks,” Taylor 
added. “They would explode, making the sound of a 
jet engine and within 30 seconds a tree 40 to 60 feet 
high would be gone.” 

At the same time they were doing structure pro¬ 
tection on homes in the area in concert with dozens 
of firefighters.

More than 500 people may die in 
vehicle crashes during the labor day 
weekend, according to estimates of the 
National Safety Council — making it 
potentially the deadliest holiday week¬ 
end of the year. 

The toll of human tragedy on the 
nation’s streets and highways during 
the three-day holiday will also include 
and estimated 17,000-21,000 disabling 
injuries, the council adds. 

At least half of the expected holi¬ 
day traffic fatalities will be alcohol- 
related, notes Joseph M. Kaplan, presi¬ 
dent of the Safety Council’s Los 
Angeles Chapter. “There’s one mix 
that never works, and that’s drinking 
and driving. Many needless deaths can 
be prevented'if people who imbibe sur¬ 
render the wheel to non-drinking 
designated drivers.” 

For one and all, Kaplan cautions, 
the best protection is “defensive 
driving. Just buckling up your seat belt 
could cut the chances of being a traffic 
fatality in half, should the unexpected 
happen,” he adds.

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Council to go further in 
exploring bedrock for water 


Family Fair in Temple City 


Mayor Gary Adams and Mayor Pro Tern Clem 
Bartolai voted “no” but lost the vote to three 
“ayes” concerning exploring further the possibility 
of extracting water from the bedrock of the 
mountains above Sierra Madre, at the Sierra Madre 
City Council meeting Tuesday evening. 

The Mayor said, “We have never explored 
storing water in the San Gabriel Basin, letting 
Arcadia pump, make an arrangement with them to 
store water. We have gotten ourselves in a deficit 
condition.” 

Bartolai asked where we were going to get the 
original $5000 for the initial phase and said, “If we 
enter into this agreement, it would be a shame to 
leave it set due to lack of funds.” 

Adams added, “We can store in the San Gabriel 
Basin indefinitely. It would be far less costly than to 


try to find water.” 

Bartolai said, “I have concerns that we won’t 
be able to capture all the water. It’s not going to be 
all ours.” 

GSI President Dr. Joseph Birman explained 
that he could do more exploration, then would wish 
to get “a legal decision from your counsel.” 

The $5000 does not include counsel fees and 
City Administrator Jim McRea said that a special 
water counsel, counsel for the Upper San Gabriel 
Basin and for the Raymond Basin would all need to 
meet to discuss legal ramifications. 

In spite of the objections of Adams and 
Bartolai, the motion passed and Birman will 
perform a brief search, then recommend a plan to be 
given to the attorneys.

Question; 1 have heard there 
is a new vaccine for cats. Could 
you give me some information please? 

Answer: Since Spring 1991. there is a new feline vaccine 
for Feline Infectious Peritonitis (FIP) virus. This infectious 
disease is a non-typical, complicated infection that lacks a 
cure and is virtually 1(X) percent fatal. It is Immunc- 
meduated, ie. the cat's immune system in attempting to 
help protect the cat actually speeds the progress of the 
disease. Studies show 25 percent of cats worldwide will be 
exposed to corona-viruses, which include the FIP subtype. 
This exposure may or may not result in active infection; but 
once signs of FIP occur there is no effective treatment. 
There are two forms of this disease. (1) WET form is 
more sudden and dramatic as the abdomen swells from 
fluid accumulation in the abdomen. Fluid in the chest can 
occur causing critical breathing difficulty. (2) DRY* form is 
more prolonged and may have centra! nervous system 
signs with general illness and weight loss. The route of en¬ 
try is the mouth or nose. Diagnosis is challenging and may 
require repeated blood tests. Cats most at risk are the 
young ones and the older ones, especially those from 
multi-cat households that go outdoors. Since there is no 
precise diagnostic test for FIP and no effective treatment or 
cure, preventative immunization of cats at risk is the best 
protection. The FIP is given as intranasal drops to create a 
local tissue immunity at the site of viral Infection.

raw agricultual products may also contain 
Clostridium Botulinum (name of the spores), but 
those are not fed to infants. 

The big news is that Dr. Arnon with his 
knowledge started a new treatment for infant 
botulism in February. Babies having the disease will 
be eligible for free treatment with Botulism Immune 
Globulin (BIG). Jessica is in this control group 
which will last for 2 Vi years. Those children will be 
given a dose of either the BIG or a placebo. No one 
will know which each child has infused until the end 
of the trial period. 


This BIG consists of antibodies from plasma of 
lab workers who had been immunized with botulism 
toxoid, a toxin that has been inactivated. 

The BIG was developed by Army scientists in 
1982 and because of the number of cases of botulism 
poisoning in the United States is so rare, BIG was 
kept in storage at Ft. Detrick, Md. 

Lengthy negotiations among U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control, the FDA, the Department of 
Agriculture, the Army and State Department of 
Health Services failed to secure BIG for California 
testing. Finally, the Army relinquished BIG and the 
FDA granted California $330,000 to pay for the 
study. Major hospitals and community clinics were 
mobilized and ready for testing. 


However, in August, 1990, just u the 
documents were being Hnalized, Iraq invaded 
Kuwait. Because the military intelligence believed 
that Saddam’s arsenal included chemical weapons 
such as botulism bacteria, the Army rushed its entire 
stockpile of the antitoxin to Saudi Arabia to protect 
Allied forces. 

That did not deter the State Health Department 
located in Berkeley. They took the job of obtaining a 
new supply, using blood plasma collected from 
volunteers who had already been immunized against 
the disease. The pooled plasma was made into BIG 
and now the health department is making it available 
as of February, 1992. 

The U.S. Food and Drug Administration 


has not yet approved the antitoxin (BIG) for general 
use; however, the California trial usage will com¬ 
plete studies necessary oh the infanu who have con¬ 
tracted the disease. 

Is it truly effective or not? We hope so. 

Dr. Arnon, who is located in Berkeley with the 
State Infectious Disease Dept., packs his bag and 
goes wherever he is needed to assist parents of in¬ 
fants with the disease. He is optimistic about Jessica. 

There is enough of the antitoxin for 200 doses, 
enough for four years of California cases.

Italia Mia, a broken lady, soon to go 


What has happened to 
Italia Mia, the famous 
Sierra Madre villa that 
was so desperately dam¬ 
aged in the 1991 June 
earthquake? The Med¬ 
iterranean-style home at 
457 Lima is condemned, 
according to Miles Wag¬ 
ner, who owns it with his 
mother, long-time resi¬ 
dent, Helen. Helen is liv¬ 
ing in Hesperia. 

“We are waiting for 
funding, then we will raze 
it,” he said. “It is falling 
down and can’t be re¬ 
paired.” 

The “villa” sits on a 
little more than two-thirds 
of an acre. It is one par¬ 
cel but three legal city lots, 
Wagner reported. 

The structure, built by 
Thomasella Graham in 
1910-11, is a copy of a villa 
in the northern part of 
Italy. The architect was 
John Farquhar. The square 
footage is 4400 plus 1200 


.square feet in the base¬ 
ment that extends under 
half the house. 

Walls were built of hol¬ 
low red clay building blocks 
set with mortar. None 
was filled with concrete 
or reinforced. The tile 
roof was laid in the Med¬ 
iterranean style: under 
the tile is a mixture of tar 
paper, sheet copper and 
tongue and groove red¬ 
wood sub-roofing. Beams 
are all clear redwood. 

Some of the mortar used 
to set the clay building 
blocks in place was con¬ 
taminated with weeds. 
The weeds might have pro¬ 
vided extra strength but 
there were not enough in 
the mortar to accomplish 
this. 

The cost of the iron 
fence and the ironwork 
on the villa in 1910 was 
$65,000. The cost to build 
the villa in 1910 was 
$50,000. Picture that cost 


against what the land 
and structure were worth 
before the 1991 earth¬ 
quake. 

Italia Mia has been a 
Sierra Madre eye-catcher 
since it was built about 
1915. One of the distin¬ 
guishing features is the 
water tower, four stories, 
built prior to 1895. It is 
built of redwood timbers 
and the last tank was con¬ 
structed of g.'tivanized steel, 
built May 2, 1925, with a 
capacity of 300 gallons. 
The original siding, red¬ 
wood shingles, was covered 
sometime after the estate 
was built with cement 
shingles containing asbes¬ 
tos. These were removed 
after the 1991 earthquake 
and replaced with new fire¬ 
proof shingles over ply¬ 
wood sheathing and felt. 
The original shingles that 
were left in place were 
never water-tight. The 
tower was converted into

living quarters around 
1910. 

Bailey Canyon was the 
water source through two 
water tunnels and springs. 
Tunnel portals have long 
since collapsed but water 
still seeps out into the 
canyon where they were 
located, and some of the 
original pipe can be spotted 
in the canyon bottom. 

The pipeline was washed 
out in the floods of 1938 
and never rebuilt. 

Structural problems 
were apparent after the 
June 28, 1991 earthquake. 
The fired hollow red clay 
bricks used in the walls 
were set in mortar but 
without any reinforcing 
rods or concrete poured 
inside the hollows. The 
roof structure did not have 
independent structural 
support, according to 
owner Miles Wagner. It 
rests entirely on the ex¬ 
terior walls, he explained. 

He also said that the 
soil under the foundation 
was apparently not exca¬ 
vated and recompacted to 
adequate standards. “Con¬ 
sidering the time of con¬ 
struction (1910-11) there 
was probably no sub-sur¬ 
face preparation other than 
surface grading to prepare 
the site for a foundation,” 
he said. 

The east end of the 
home received severe 
damage, probably because 
there was no basement 
under that area to pro¬ 
vide support. The base-

Wagner said that the 
flood of 1954 brought 
down tremendous amounts 
of rock and mud from the 
mountains. The flooding 
occurred after “a devas¬ 
tating brush fire.” There 
were no flood control 
basins and no storm drains 
designed to handle storm 
runoff in the area. Since 
this flood, many debris 
dams were built and nu¬ 
merous flood control 
channels built. 

Current plans are to 
raze the old house and 
build.

who hire the laborers).” 

City Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray 
suggested having a uniformed officer taking 
inventory to see who is and is not documented and 
she said, “We don’t have enough data.

Bartolai said he was totally frustrated but 
cautioned the council that “if owners don’t ask if 
they (workers) are documented, it is they who are 
liable.”

“they hung up on me.” 

The motion that passed also entrusted the law 
enforcement to enforce the ordinance and instruct 
staff to provide a fine to be levied on those involved.

It is an oft-repeated 
sentiment in churches; 
“I’m in favor of pro¬ 
gress, It’s Just the change 
I don’t like.” What is 
wrong with this state¬ 
ment? Basically, it fails 
to recognize that pro¬ 
gress and change are 
identical: they are one 
and the same thing. You 
cannot have one without 
the other. 

Not that every single 
change is a change for 
the better. Some changes 
are deleterious. Yet 
unless we risk change, 
progress will be 
impossible--without 
change, progress is ruled 
out. 

This month we are 
looking deeply into 
Paul’s letter to the Ephe¬ 
sians to discover more 
about the subject of lay 
ministry. I am one of 
those pastors who 
believes that every 
member of the church is 
a minister, that every 
Christian has a calling 
from God to perform a 
vital good work. 

One of the great 
mistakes of pastors and 


churchgoers it to assume 
that simply showing up 
for church on Sunday 
fulfills our Christian 
obligation to God. It 
ain’t necessarily so! The 
great preacher C.F. 
Spurgeon once challeng¬ 
ed his hearers by vowing 
not to preach another 
sermon until they prac¬ 
ticed all that he had sug¬ 
gested they do in his last 
sermon! 

Who are the six most 
vital lay ministers in a 
given church on a given 
Sunday? Pastor John 
Maxwell says that they 
are, in order of impor¬ 
tance: 

1. The Usher. 

2. The greeter. 

3. The nursery 
worker. 

4. The worship 
leader. 

5. The PA techni¬ 
cian. 

6. The person sit¬ 
ting next to the 
vistor.

In February of 1759, 
when the French philoso¬ 
pher Voltaire was sixty- 
five years old, he 
published his most 
famous story, “Can- 
dide.” By that lime he 
was well known through 
out Europe, had estab¬ 
lished a correspondence 
with Catherine the Great 
of Russia, had lived in 
England for some years, 
acquiring excellent 
English and an en¬ 
thusiasm for Shake¬ 
speare, had written a 
number of successful 
plays in the formal 
French style and many 
volumes of poetry and 
philosophy. He was 
reknowned as one of the 
miscellaneous but 
mutually sympathetic ra¬ 
tionalists of the new Age 
of Reason, and he was 
rich and admired. 

By March 3 of 1759 
the Council of Geneva, 
firmly Calvinist, had 
condemned the book to 
be burned. On May 14, 
1762, the Apostolic 
Chamber of Rome de¬ 
nounced the Italian 
translation and had the 
entire edition destroyed. 


Much like being "bann¬ 
ed in Boston,” this in¬ 
sured the book’s publica¬ 
tion by everyone else and 
"Candide” has con¬ 
tinued to be popular to 
this day for its merciless 
satire of religion, 
authority, sexual mores, 
romantic fiction, and a 
long list of other things. 
I( is full of quite un- 
titillating sex and casual 
violence, and its 
reasonable conclusion is 
that human beings in a 
usually hostile world can 
find happiness or, at 
least, peace by giving up 
the search for wealth and 
power and tending their 
own gardens. 

Leonard Bernstein 
wrote some of his most 
exciting music for a 
musical based on “Can¬ 
dide.” which had rough 
going on Broadway. 
Some years later it was 
revived with a new script 
and some new lyrics and 
was reaso.nably success¬ 
ful, but, exciting music 
or no, it is peculiar stuff 
for the full Broadway 
treatment. 

However, on a 
smaller scale, im¬ 
aginatively produced, in 


an intimate theater like 
the Colony, it is a major 
theatrical treat. 

This script is by Hugh 
Wheller, who has kept it 
amazingly faithful to 
Voltaire. The lyrics are 
by Richard Wilson and 
Stephen Sondheim and 
John LaTouche. The 
scene shifts rapidly from 
Germany to Spain to 
Brazil to Constantinople 
and points between as 
the ever optimistic Can¬ 
dide pursues his lady¬ 
love, Cunegonde, .across 
the world (she seems 
constantly in a state of 
kidnap), running afoul 
of the Inquisition, 
pirates, bandits, corrupt 
authorities and several 
wars in the process, but 
always remembering that 


his tutor. Dr. Pangloss, 
has insisted that this is 
the best of all possible 
worlds. He and his 
friends even reach 
Eldorado by accident 
and, finding perfection 
admirable but stagnant 
and boring, chose to 
return to their more ex¬ 
citing adventures. 

All this is a challenge 
to a scenic designer, but 
Susan Gratch has 
managed it nicely, 
assisted by some small 
but witty props. The 
lighting design for this 
kind of show carries 
much of its effectiveness 
and Jamie McAllister’s is 
perfect. Music director 
Steven Applegate has 
managed a kind of small- 
scale lush for the music 


and both soloisti and 
eniemble carry it out 
elegantly. 

Timothy Davis-Reed 
switches wigs as 
Voltaire, Dr. Pangloss 
and several other 
characters, Chris Van 
Fleet makes a wide-eyed 
and most appealing Can¬ 
dide, and Rachel Shep¬ 
pard is a petite and pret¬ 
ty Cunagonde, bearing 
up nicely through her 
disasterous episodes, 
with a sparkling col¬ 
oratura voice. Tom Shea 
as a fatuously smug 
aristocrat, Christina 
Botik as the quinessen- 
tial willing female and 
Annie Heller ^ the long- 
suffering Old Lady fill 
the principal roles with 
dash. Heller sings her 
wonderfully idiotic “1 
Am Easily Assimilated” 
with special relish. 

Then there are 12 
more versatile players 
who play 61 other parts 
in what must be a 
triumph of backstage 
logistics, not to mention 
Ted Giammona’s 
costume plan. At least 
two of the ensemble, 
Bonnie Onken and Tom 


Robinson have perform¬ 
ed locally in Monrovia 
and West Covina. 

Then, of course, there 
is director Evan Weins¬ 
tein who must be given 
credit for the conception 
of this delightful produc¬ 
tion and Barbara 
Beckley whose assistance 
as producer is less well 
defined but equally im¬ 
portant. 

The actors at the Col¬ 
ony Studio Theater are 
all professional, since the 
theater’s 99 seats qualify 
it for equity-waiver, 
which tends to combine 
the skills of the pro with 
the enthusiasm of the 
amateur. It also means 
that the popular Colony 
sells out very quickly. 
The run has already been 
expended through Oct. 7 
and there are few re¬ 
maining seats. 

Sometimes seats become 
available on stand-by 
and the run may be ex¬ 
tended further. 

For ingenuity, wit and 
style it would be hard to 
surpass the Colony’s 
“Candide.” Call (213)

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Reflections on Laura Newman

Two things never cease 
to amaze me about 
Sierra Madre - the 
diversity of the people 
living here and how they 
came to settle in this 
small spot on the map. 

Laura Newman is one 
of these people. On July 
6 she was 92 and that in 
itself is difficult to 
believe. She appears 
years younger, is 
extremely bright, busy 
and with many interests. 
She was born Laura 
Knight and for the 
benefit of relatives has 
written a book about the 
Knight family and also a 
book alpout her own life 
that covers over 500 
pages, so you know it 
has been the full life. 

Her writing has 
extended to poetry with a 
published book of poems 
and children’s books. 
Recently she has been 
taking a writing course 
and when given the 
assignment to write 
about a friend she wrote 
about Nancy 

Shollenberger (Sierra 
Madre News, Aug. 13, 
1992). 

Art work was part of 
her talents too and just 
because she was 
interested she learned 
' Spanish. She became 
fluent, published a book 
on the language and in 
recent years worked for 
the Gallop Poll 
interviewing Spanish¬ 
speaking families. 

This Canadian-born 
schoolteacher became 
interested in health and 
earned diplomas as 
Doctor of Physiotherapy 
and Naturopathy and it 
was through this 
involvement that she 


made her way to Sierra 
Madre. 

Born in Ontario, 
Canada, she moved as a 
child with her family to 
the Province of 
Saskatchewan. Her 
parents had a 

burgeoning family to 
provide for - there vyouki 
be 10 children arriving in 
rapid succession - and 
they took advantage of 
the Canadian 

government’s induce¬ 
ment to homestead land 
in the Province. There 
were no trees on this 
prairie so home was a 
sod house and life was 
rugged pioneer. 

Newman loved the 
praicie with its glorious 
sunsets, beautiful wild- 
flowers and northern 
lights that put on a 
spectacular show. She 
saw Halley’s comet in 
1910 and survived being 
caught in a blizzard. 

At age 17 she became a 
country school teacher, 
riding the 5 Vi miles back 
and forth to school on 
horseback. She 
continued her education 
and teaching after her 
marriage to Harry Coey 
in 1920 and the birth of 
their daughter, Jean, the 
only child she would ever 
have. 

Soon double tragedy 
struck. When Jean was 
2 she got into medicine 
containing strychnine 
and died. The following 
year Harry, who had a 
heart condition, died at 
age 28. Newman says she 
learned from that 
“there is no certainty in 
life and all we can do is 
to do the best we can 
each day” so she 
survived her great grief. 

During the depression 
Canada closed many

schools and Newman 
lost her teaching job. 
After that she did 
anything she could to 
earn a living, even pick¬ 
ing fruit in an orchard. 
Years later she began 
work preparing 'suppers 
for a waterless cooking 
firm owned by Joseph 
Newman, whom she had 
met on the prairie. 

Joseph MacRae 
Newman was an 
extremely handsome, 
intelligent man who 
would play an important 
part in her life and . 
change it dramatically. 
He grew up in unhappy 
circumstances, later 
joined the U.S. Army 
and through this 
enlistment became an 
American citizen. 

Army life appealed to 
him and he applied to 
West Point and was 
appointed by Pres. 
Harding. He did very 


well as a West Pointer 
but his career ended 
when he was duped into 
marriage with a girl who 
claimed to be pregnant. 
She was not but he stood 
by the marriage. Divorce 
came a number of years 
later. 

Joe and Laura 

expanded the business to 

the manufacture of juice 
machines to extract juice 
from fruits and 

vegetables. She traveled 
to numerous cities in 
Canada and the U.S. 
selling these and 

lecturing on good health. 
She wrote a book “Make 
Your Juicer Your Drug 
Store” and her firm 
belief that good, 

nutrition and good 
health go hand in hand 
continues very strongly 
today. 

In 1948 Laura and Jpe 
married. She always 
cared for him deeply and

he gave her great 
confidence in herself, 
something which she 
lacked. They also 
shared a strong interest 
in such subjects as poetry 
and literature. 

While in the juicer 
business Joe began 
studying law and once 
again did very well. 
However, Joe had a 
drinking problem which 
he could not overcome. 
Eventually, he died in a 
sanitarium in 1964. 

Their contact with 
Sierra Madre came about 
because the Stoman 
Juice Co. here 
manufactured a smaller 
centrifugal juicer which 
Joe felt was a better 
product. The Acme 
Juicer Co. was located 
here, too and which they 
also became involved. 
Laura later opened an 
office at 31 E. Montecito 
for her business. 

At one time Joe was 
taken to a private mental 
hospital on Rosemead 
Blvd. for treatment and 
Laura took an apartment 
in Sierra Madre which 
remajns her home today. 

Although the distribu¬ 
tion of the juicers was 
quite extensive they 
eventually went out of 
business because the 
manufacturing cost was 
too great to make the 
needed profit. Laura 
began to travel for 
pleasure, at first to get 
away from her business 
worries and later visiting 
many parts of the world. 

Today she maintains 
good health and a good 
mental attitude. She 
entitled her autobio¬ 
graphy ‘‘The Moving 
Finger Writes” and 
quotes from Omar 
Khayyam: 

The moving finger writes 
and having writ moves 
on. Nor all your piety 
nor wit can lure it back 
to cancel half a line. 
Nor all your tears wash 
out a word of it

A wine tasting tour of 
Napa Valley had so in¬ 
trigued us we inveigled 
Editor-Publisher of The 
News Jan Reed and her 
husband, Don, into trying 
one in this area. 

Here in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia is where the legend 
of CaHfomia wines b^an 
when Father Junipero 
Serra planted the first vines 
at Mission San Diego 
around 1769. 

Some 14 wineries now 
flourish in three main 
areas: Cucamonga, Tem¬ 
ecula and Escondido. We 
decided to sample several 
familiar names. 

Our first stop was the 
Brookside Vineyard in 
Guasti. Located just off 
the San Bernardino Free¬ 
way, adjoining Ontario 
Airport on the north, the 
winery dates back to the 
1880s and, prior to Pro¬ 
hibition, boasted of its 
position as the biggest 
winery in the world. 

.In the gracious old 
stone tasting room, 
covered with vines, a large 
selection of wines and 
spirits is matched by a 
ddi where cheeses, breads, 
olives, sausages and other 
accompniments to aoer- 
itifs abound. 

At the wine tasting coun¬ 
ter we found that a truly 
devoted taster could sam¬ 
ple no less than 81 different 
stable, dessert and sparkling 
wines, plus assorted other 
liquors - equal to a tasting 
tour all on its own. 
all on its own. 


We settled on a bottle 
of Johannisberg Riesling, 
along with cheese and 
crackers, for a picnic out¬ 
side under old shade 
trees where the men could 
admire the planes parad¬ 
ing back and forth to 
Ontario’s roadways. 

Taking 1-5 southward, 
we turned off on Rancho 
California Road, just 
short of Temecula, amidst 
browning hills, alternating 
with orange groves and 
vineyards, to our first 
stop, the Callaway Vine¬ 
yard and Winery. 

, A lecture accompanied 
the tasting and we learned 
several new terms, includ¬ 
ing “vinified by,’’ to add 
to our Northern Cali¬ 
fornia vocabulary of 
“made and bottled by,” 
“cellared and bottled by” 
and “vinted and bottled 
by” - our education 
was expanding. We also 
added “nose” and “fla¬ 
vor” to “aroma” and 
“bouquet,” and found 
that taste could vary from 


fruity and nutty to her¬ 
baceous and grassy. 

Our next stop was the 
Mesa Verde Vineyards, 
still in the process of com 
pleting its Mission-styk 
buildings, followed by the 
Filsinger Vineyards and 
Winery where the Fil- 
singers themselves served 
as our hosts. 

The final visit was 
made at the Ml. Palo- 
mar Winery. The wines 
at all three wineries were, 
we agreed, delicious and 
we purchased several 
bottles at each to sup¬ 
plement our own expand¬ 
ing “cellars” at home. 

We made our return 
trip through Hemet and 
enjoyed bucolic scenes ot 
sheep grazing on the 
hills and horses canter 
ing about their fields, as 
well as more lively scenes 
with sky divers and odd 
ultralights soaring color¬ 
fully about their skyways. 
The tour, we voted un¬ 
animously, was worth 
recommending to our 
readers

Back in the good old days in the “good old 
summertime’’ what did people do for recreation? 
Many took to the hills. The hills above Sierra 
Madre, that is. 

Starting at the turn of the century and into the 
1930s the San Gabriel Mountains were alive with 
resorts and camps. Very popular were such places as 
Sturtevant, Hogee’s, Robert’s (one of the largest), 
Switzer’s Orchard, just to name a few. Nestled in the 
canyons they provided surprisingly comfortable ac¬ 
commodations amid the rugged terrain. One could 
rough it easily. 

This was very surprising, too, because of steep, 
narrow trails and the fact that everything going up to 
the camps, be it people, unless they hiked, lumber, 
furniture, food or supplies, were transportion the 
backs of pack animals. None of this could have been 
easy. Ladies, for example, it was said who mounted 
burros at the foot of the trail and who had not budg¬ 
ed from their backs for the 10 or 12 miles to say 
Sturtevant Camp had all they could do to get off the 
animals, much less move after dismounting. 

For those not wishing to make the strenuous 
trip into the mountains there was Carter’s Camp. 
Located at the foot of the mountains in Little Santa 
Anita Canyon, it offered a quiet wooded setting, 
shaded by oaks and sycamores, a mountain stream, 
and all within Sierra Madre city limits. Because of its 
easy access, it was called the “business man’s 
resort.’’ Families often stayed all summer with the 
breadwinner commuting daily to work either by 
P.E. street car with the camp bus waiting at the end 
of the line or by auto. 

It was opened in the spring of 1906 by Arthur 
and Philip Carter, sons of town founder Nathaniel 
Carter. The next year, Arthur and his wife took 
over. Their son, Paul, Nathaniel’s oldest grandson, 
wrote of his fond memories of the camp and as 
youth how he and his brother, Robert, helped their 
parents. 

The recreation hall or “Pavilion” sat where 
Brookside and Woodland Dr. are today. Built of 
redwood and native stone, it was 35 ft. wide and 80 
ft. long. The enclosed rear side contained a huge 
fireplace with Indian mortars and pestles imbedded 
in the mantle and chimney (a number of these Indian 
artifacts were found in the canyon area). Musicians 
were hired to entertain guests with classical and 
dance music. 

There were 37 comfortable tent houses and five 
cottages well-spaced for privacy. Each was provided 
with a fireproof camp stove, dishes, utensils and 
comfortable beds. The camp cafeteria overlooked 
the pool and if you wished a respite from camp 


cooking you could enjoy some of Paul’s mother’s 
delicious cooking. Also, camp clientele were con¬ 
sidered guests and a “no tipping” rule prevailed. 

Recreation facilities included a tennis court, 
croquet, quoits, swimming, hiking, burro rides and 
talk and laughter around the camp fires. Many 
guests became repeat customers and many who were 
to become permanent Sierra Madre residents were 
introduced to the city through Carter’s Camp. 

Some of the well-known guests were L.A. at¬ 
torney F.D.R. Moote and his wife who honeymoon¬ 
ed at the camp. They became active participants as 
residents of the town and were the parents of 
Dorothy Baird. The Moote residence was on Sierra 
Madre Blvd. next to the Methodist Church and torn 
down for condos. Others who stayed at Carter’s 
were the Fred Baker family of Baker Iron Works, 
merged into Consolidated Steel, The Gilfillan 
brothers, who later founded Gilfillan Radio and the 
Craig family of Craig Shipbuilding, Long Beach. 

Carter’s Camp closed in 1914 to make way for 
the development. This W.S. Collins - Chas. Mann 
Development was a bitter disappointment to Paul’s 
parents. Had his father’s bid been successful, he 
would have maintained the ecological balance and 
enhanced the natural beauty with additional tree 
planting, a project he felt Sierra Madre would have 
every reason to have been proud. 

Fortunately, after the camp’s closure, Arthur, 
who was very familiar with these mountains, was ap¬ 
pointed a U.S. Forest Ranger. Paul Carter died in 
1981. Fires and floods played a part, but eventually 
these mountain camps and resorts would pass into 
memory. 

Paul remembers how important he felt when 
saddling up to ride to the bank to make deposits or a 
trip on the “big red cars” to deliver his list to Mr. 
Ralph of Ralph’s Grocery Co., headquartered then 
on Spring St. between 6th and 7th. 

Sadly, Carter’s Camp was to close. Nathaniel 
Carter died in 1904 and Paul said the camp was on 
his grandfather’s land and the estate had not as yet 
been settled. Nathaniel had five children. Arthur 
had leased the land for the camp from the family. In 
1912 other family members wanted the land sold so 
that they would receive payment. 

Arthur and an older sister entered a bid for the 
entire canyon (67 acres) plus Alta Vista and Vista 
Circle areas but were outbid by W.S. Collins. Col¬ 
lins had previously developed Balboa Island by cut¬ 
ting it up into small lots. He proceeded with plans to 
subdivide the Canyon into 400 odd lots, mostly 25 
ft. wide and selling them for from $150 to $400each. 


Every summer Sierra 
Madre is represented at 
the National Speleo¬ 
logical Society conven¬ 
tion by a local family. 
Roger and Caroline 
Brown and their 11-year- 
old son, Forrest, travel 
to different parts of the 
U.S., having been to 
Salem, In., the first week 
of August this year. 

“Roger was a caver 
when 1 first met him in 
college,” Caroline 
explains. “We spent one 
of our first dates on a 
rock climbing and rap¬ 
peling practice on Mt. 
Tamalpias, north of San 
Francisco.” 

The Browns say the 
real excitement of cave 
exploring is seeing all the 
beauty underground: the 
stalagtites, stalagmites 
and other speleothems 
that are created by 
millions of years of 
mineral deposits from 
water evaporating after 
trickeling down through 
the fissures in the 
limestone layers of an¬ 
cient seabeds. 

Cave-adapted animals, 
such as the blind fish and

crayfish, hold a caver’s 
attention, and the 
Browns are especially in¬ 
terested in bat protec¬ 
tion, giving slide presen¬ 
tations on America’s 
Bats for Bats Conserva¬ 
tion International. 

Forrest first went cav¬ 
ing in the lava tubes in 
Central Oregon, when 
the NSS convention was 
in Bend in 1982. He was 


18 months old. 

“We had a climber’s 
helmet on him and Roger 
carried him in a baby 
backpack,” 

Caroline recalls. 
“Cave explorers stress 
safety underground and 
all wear helmets and 
have three independent 
sources of light and 
never cave alone. Now 


Forrest looks foward to 
each convention, where 
seeing old friends from 
around the U.S. is as im¬ 
portant as exploring 
caves in a new area.” 

Where will they be 
next summer? To North¬ 
eastern Oregon where it 
will be more lava tube 
exploration for our local 
cave exploring family.

One bank hit twice in week 


One bank was robbed 
twice last week, during a 
time which found three 
bank robberies and a 
burglary, according to 
reports from the Arcadia 
Police Department.
